For  many  years  he  was  caretaker  for  the  West¬ 
hampton  Cemetery,  Town  Hall,  Library,  Westhampton  Church 
and  Westhampton  Center  School  until  his  retirement  in  1968. 

Stanley  has  served  on  numerous  committee’s  and  has  been 
a  Library  Trustee,  and  served  as  our  Fire  Chief  from  1956  to  1959. 
He  can  still  be  seen  helping  the  Library  when  the  need  arises. 

We  are  honored  on  behalf  of  the  citizen’s  of  Westhampton  in 
expressing  our  appreciation  to  Stanley  for  his  time,  love,  and 
devotion  he  has  given  to  our  Town. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
David  K.  Bridgman  was  elected  chairman;  Henry  M.  Par¬ 
sons  III,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  health  and  Lawrence  M.  Sul¬ 
livan,  clerk. 

Major  road  projects  this  year  consisted  of  the  completion 
of  Southampton  Road  and  the  commencing  of  work  on  North¬ 
west  Road. 

Under  a  youth  work  program,  sponsored  by  C.E.T.A.,  two 
employees  were  hired  for  nine  weeks  summer  employment  in 
the  Highway  Department.  Their  work  consisted  of  scraping  and 
painting  bridges  and  cutting  brush  along  roads.  Also,  under 
C.E.T.A.  Title  VI,  the  Highway  Department  was  able  to  fill 
two  positions.  Craig  Hebert  was  hired  to  one  position  and  upon 
his  resignation,  David  Morin  was  employed.  Roscoe  Hurd  was 
hired  to  fill  the  other  position. 

The  Town  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  employ  Cynthia 
Tobin  under  the  C.E.T.A.  program  as  a  secretary  to  the  Select¬ 
men  and  to  help  in  the  Library.  This  enabled  us  to  complete 
the  storage  room  in  the  cellar  of  the  Town  Hall  so  that  old  re¬ 
cords  of  all  Town  departments  are  now  filed  in  order.  Mrs. 
Tobin  was  also  available  to  all  other  Town  officers  when  the 
work  load  so  determined. 

On  May  1,  the  Board  of  Health  entered  into  a  contract 
with  S.  &  T.  Industries  of  Vernon,  Connecticut;  the  agreement 
being  they  collect  all  properly  disposed  of  glass  from  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Landfill  at  an  agreed  fee.  This  agreement  appears  to  be 
operating  to  our  satisfaction  and  we  urge  all  townspeople  to 
dispose  of  any  glass  material  in  the  containers  so  provided. 

In  July,  the  Board  accepted  with  regret,  the  resignation 
of  Ginny  Curtis  as  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board.  Mrs.  Cur¬ 
tis  devoted  many  long  hours  of  service  to  the  town.  William  F. 
White  was  appointed  to  fill  this  position. 

On  November  1,  Robert  W.  White’s  resignation  as  Vet¬ 
erans’  Agent  was  accepted  with  regret  and  Ronald  LaFosse 
was  appointed  to  this  post. 

On  December  13,  Daniel  Bishop  resigned  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors  and  Janice  Gifford  was  appointed  to 
fill  this  position  until  the  annual  election  in  April. 

Henry  M.  Parsons  III  was  appointed  to  serve  on  the  select¬ 
men’s  Association  Advisory  Board  to  Study  the  County  Budget. 
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Several  hearings  were  held  and  licenses  issued  for  gaso¬ 
line  storage,  retail  milk,  sewerage  disposal,  tag  sales,  Lord’s 
day,  Class  2  motor  vehicle,  camping  and  recreation,  pole  loca¬ 
tions,  food  service  establishments,  day  care  center  and  junk 
dealers.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  Hilltown  Selectmen’s 
Assn.,  and  the  Hampshire  County  Selectmens’  Assn. 

The  Board  appointed  a  Growth  Policy  Development  Act 
Committee  composed  of  David  K.  Bridgman,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Virginia  Curtis,  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Board,  Grant  Bridgman  and  Felix  DeSantis,  Chairmen  of  the 
Conservation  Committee,  Lawrence  Sullivan  and  Henrv  Par¬ 
sons,  Chairmen  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  five  members  at 
large  including  Arthur  Kimber,  John  McGinnis,  Alfred  Platz, 
Walter  Kwolek  and  Frank  Hathaway.  Upon  the  resignation  of 
Frank  Hathaway,  Stanley  Greenberg  was  appointed  to  this 
committee.  We  also  received  a  $500.00  grant  through  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  Art  Kimber,  from  the  Growth  Policy  Commission,  to 
reprint  our  Town  By-Law  Book.  Mr.  Kimber  also  put  much 
time  and  effort  into  a  Growth  Policy  Questionnaire  in  regard 
to  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Health  investigated  a  number  of  complaints. 
They  held  two  Swine  Flu  Clinics  in  the  fall.  This  was  done  with 
the  aid  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  James  Averill,  Dr.  Neil  D.  Pivar,  Nan¬ 
cy  Bissell  and  Mrs.  Euthecia  Hancewicz. 

Westhampton  is  fortunate  in  having  many  dedicated  indi¬ 
viduals  who  have  donated  untiringly  of  their  time  in  a  variety 
of  activities  this  past  year  in  the  interest  of  the  Town  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their 
assistance.

MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  —  LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 

The  main  growth  in  library  activity  has  been  in  the  aquisition 
of  holdings  other  than  books.  As  a  result  of  State  Grants  we  now 
have  a  collection  of  over  100  records  (classical  and  popular),  40 
games  and  jig-saw  puzzles,  65  reels  for  view-finders,  10  filmstrips, 
2  tape  recorders,  earphones  and  other  AV  material.  378  Records 
were  checked  out  during  the  year.  The  games  and  AV  materials 
were  not  purchased  until  June  so  there  is  really  no  1975-76  figure 
on  circulation  available  for  these  two  items. 

A  dehumidifier  was  installed  in  the  basement  in  June  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  books  stored  in  that  area.  This  works  very  well  and  has 
consistantly  maintained  a  humidy  of  between  25  and  32  degrees. 
This  is  acceptable  for  storage  of  any  books  or  documents  -  even 
those  with  leather  bindings.  It  will  now  be  practical  to  install  ef- 
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ficient  shelving  to  accomodate  these  books  and  to  be  able  to  hold 
magazines  for  reference. 

There  were  2,461  patron  transactions  during  the  year  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  January  and  February  of  1976  showed  the  poorest 
circulation  figures  for  several  years.  The  low  was  January  with 
only  315  items  borrowed  and  the  high  was  June  with  708  items 
borrowed.  The  National  Library  usage  is  8-10%  of  total  population. 
Westhampton,  with  its  current  population  of  1,007  has  285  card 
holders  which  brings  our  percentage  to  about  28.  This  does  not  in¬ 
clude  the  children  who  take  books  only  from  the  JV  Department. 

As  usual,  we  wish  to  extend  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  all 
who  have  given  books,  records,  games  and  money  to  the  library. 
The  list  is  long  and  the  gifts  are  many.  It  is  most  heartening  to 
know  that  people  think  of  their  library  as  a  place  where  gifts  are 
welcome  and  will  receive  good  use. 

The  craft  class  this  year  was  one  in  Needlepoint,  conducted  by 
Mrs.  Pat  Walther  of  the  Hadley  Village  Barn  Yam  Shop.  The  pre¬ 
schoolers  continue  their  story  hour,  Mrs.  Ruth  Hawkins  held  dis¬ 
cussion  groups  on  Child  Development,  Town  committees  have 
used  our  facilities  for  meetings  as  well  as  church  groups. 

May  we  again  remind  the  town  the  historical  artifacs,  journals, 
geneologies  and  other  items  will  be  held  in  the  library  as  an  effort 
is  being  made  to  have  a  Center  for  this  type  of  material.  Also,  re¬ 
member  that  your  library  is  closely  affiliated  with  Western  Re¬ 
gional  System  so  that  Reference  and  Resource  information  will  be 
as  near  as  your  telephone. 

With  much  appreciated  help  from  Cindy  Tobin,  the  Catalog¬ 
ing  system  is  well  underway  and  we  are  sure  it  will  be  an  aid  to  all 
patrons  of  our  library.

During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  has  continued  to  re¬ 
view  plot  plans  for  future  homes  in  Westhampto 

We  studied  the  Zoning  Enablement  Act  which  redistributed 
some  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  town  officials.  It  also  established 
stricter  guidelines  on  the  publicizing  of  public  hearings  for 
changes  to  the  protective  zoning  by-law. 

Zoning  workshops  sponsored  by  the  Hampshire  and  Franklin 
County  Planning  Departments  were  attended  by  some  planning 

board  members.  Valuable  information  was  provided  on  routine 
problems  as  well  as  more  specific  problems  which  may  present 
themselves  in  the  event  of  subdivision. 

The  planning  board  has  maintained  contact  with  our 
State  Representative  William  Carey  providing  him  input  on  bills 
which  would  affect  Westhampton  planning. 

Maps  of  the  flood  prone  areas  within  the  town  are  being 
drawn  up  by  HUD. 

Townspeople  will  be  receiving  copies  of  the  revised  edition 
of  the  Protective  Zoning  By-Law. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  express  gratitude  to  Ginny 
Curtis,  who  resigned  her  post  in  July,  for  her  long  hours  of  service 
to  the  board.

The  long  term  goal  of  achieving  a  reasonably  stable  faculty 
has  been  accomplished  but  every  now  and  then  we  still  lose  a 
teacher.  During  the  summer,  the  Principalship  of  the  Williams¬ 
burg  Elementary  Schools  was  offered  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Ladd  who 
had  been  teaching  Grade  6  in  the  Center  School  since  1968.  We 
were  very  disappointed  to  see  her  go,  but  recognizing  that  a  tea¬ 
cher  with  her  potentiality  would  eventually  move  on  into  adminis¬ 
tration,  we  were  pleased  that  she  has  remained  within  School 
Union  #66.  Her  eight  years  in  Westhampton  have  had  a  profound 
influence  upon  the  community’s  children  for  which  we  are  very 
grateful. 

Funds  for  the  operation  of  the  public  schools  within  the  cities, 
towns  and  regional  school  districts  are  largely  dependent  upon 
revenue  raised  through  local  property  taxation  and  certain  monies 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  based  upon  such  factors  as  the 
relative  property  valuations  of  the  various  communities  and  the 
relative  sums  expended  for  education  within  those  communities. 
In  very  simple  terms,  a  wealthy  community  is  entitled  to  less  state 
aid  than  a  poor  community.  At  the  same  time,  a  community  which 
has  a  low  per  pupil  expenditure  is  entitled  to  less  state  aid  than 
a  community  with  a  high  per  pupil  expenditure. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  two  very  basic  problems  associated 
with  this  system  of  school  finance.  First,  the  total  amount  of  per 
pupil  state  aid  in  Massachusetts  places  us  among  the  lowest  in 
the  nation.  At  the  same  time,  the  General  Court  has  seen  fit  during 
the  years  to  require  ever  increasing  educational  expenditures  at 
the  local  level  through  new  state  mandated  programs.  This  has 
been  done  without  any  real  attempt  to  improve  the  all-over  ratio 
between  state  aid  and  per  pupil  expenditures.  To  increase  state 
aid,  of  course,  necessitates  increases  in  state  level  taxation. 
Thankfully,  we  have  seen  signs  in  1976  which  indicate  that  the 
State  Legislators  have  begun  to  realize  that  new  laws  which  man¬ 
date  increased  educational  spending  at  the  local  level,  must  in¬ 
clude  provisions  for  full  funding  at  the  state  level.  Only  if  such  a 
concept  becomes  a  mandate  by  the  people,  however,  can  we 
expect  such  a  trend  to  continue. 

The  second  basic  problem  involves  adequate  funding  for  laws 
which  are  already  on  the  books!  There  are  a  number  of  existing 
statutes,  some  old  and  some  quite  recent,  which  provide  for  vary¬ 
ing  amounts  of  state  aid.  In  most  instances,  the  amounts  received 
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under  these  laws,  have  been  less  than  the  legal  entitlements. 
Local  taxpayers  should  insist  that  the  General  Court  provide 
sufficient  funding  for  existing  educational  aid  statutes.  As  with 
the  first  basic  problem,  we  have  also  seen  some  signs  that  the 
legislators  have  recognized  this  problem  as  demonstrated  by  the 
receipt  of  all  past  due  underpayments  of  school  bus  transportation 
reimbursements.  Much  remains  to  be  done  however,  because 
Chapter  70  aid  to  education  and  Chapter  492  aid  to  regional  school 
districts  show  a  declining  receipt-to-entitlement  ratio  as  each 
year  passes. 

Both  of  these  educational  funding  problems  have  a  direct  and 
ever  increasing  effect  upon  local  tax  rates.  Public  support  for  a 
change  in  the  present  method  of  school  finance  within  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  is  absolutely  necessary  if  the  children  of  this  and 
every  other  community  are  to  be  guaranteed  adequate  and  equal 
educational  opportunities.

HAMPSHIRE  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Hampshire  Regional  School  Committee  held  its  monthly 
meetings  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month.  Officers  for  the 
1976-1977  school  year  were  Mr.  James  Freebourn,  Chairman; 
Mrs.  Helmi  Viliesis,  Vice  Chairman;  Mrs.  Cynthia  I.  McQueston, 
Secretary;  and  Mrs.  Jeanette  M.  O’Neill,  Treasurer. 

During  the  year,  Molly  Jahnige  replaced  Erwin  Cepek  from 
the  Williamsburg  School  Committee  and  Mary  Jane  Miller  re¬ 
placed  William  Kenyon  from  the  Chesterfield  School  Committee. 

In  order  to  speed  up  the  work  of  the  committee  as  a  whole, 
the  Chairman  appointed  members  to  the  following  sub-commit¬ 
tees:  Athletics,  Property,  and  Transportation;  Curriculum;  Fin¬ 
ance;  Policy;  and  Negotiations.  These  worked  very  well  this  year. 

During  May  3,  4,  and  5,  1976,  the  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  colleges  evaluated  our  Regional  School  (grades 
7-12).  Twenty-eight  people  with  diverse  educational  backgrounds 
participated  in  the  process  carefully  evaluating  twenty-two 
categories.  The  result  of  this  evaluation  gave  our  school  a  five  year 
accreditation.  In  their  report,  they  listed  many  commendations 
and  recommendations.  These  recommendations  are  being  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  committee  for  immediate,  short  range  and  long 
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range  implementation.  Action,  of  course,  will  depend  upon  the 
immediacy  of  need  and  the  availability  of  funds  during  the  five 
year  period.  We  heartily  thank  the  staff  and  administration  of  our 
school  district,  who  worked  diligently  in  preparing  for  this  eval¬ 
uation. 

The  Committee  negotiated  a  two  year  contract  with  the 
Hampshire  Regional  Education  Association  (HREA),  a  three  year 
contract  with  the  Aides,  and  a  two  year  contract  with  the  custo¬ 
dians.  In  the  case  of  the  teachers  (HREA),  the  process  took  nearly 
a  full  year. 

The  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  was  and  remains  of 
much  concern  to  all  of  us.  There  was  quite  a  bit  of  discussion  on 
proposed  expenditure.  About  ninety-four  percent  of  the  budget 
being  fixed  by  contract  or  negotiations,  leaves  only  about  six  per¬ 
cent  of  the  budget  flexible.  This  six  percent  includes  supplies, 
textbooks  and  equipment  for  the  school.  All  of  these  things  must 
be  carefully  considered  in  the  establishment  of  a  proper  level  in 
order  to  provide  the  best  education  for  the  students  of  this  dis¬ 
trict,  that  we  the  taxpayers,  can  afford.

The  budget  for  the  Regional  District  for  the  period  of  July  1, 
1977  to  June  30,  1978,  represents  the  amount  of  money  which  will 
be  needed  to  operate  and  maintain  the  District  and  its  school. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Agreement  establish¬ 
ing  the  District  together  with  certain  provisions  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  School  Committee  has  adopted 
a  tentative  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  conducted  a  public 
hearing  on  the  budget  and  then  adopted  a  final  budget. 

The  Agreement  and  the  General  Laws  further  provide  that  the 
Committee  shall  apportion  among  the  member  towns  the  amounts 
necessary  to  be  raised  in  order  to  meet  the  said  budget.  The 
amounts  so  apportioned  for  each  member  town  shall  be  certified 
by  the  Regional  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  member  towns, 
and  each  member  town  shall,  at  its  next  annual  town  meeting, 
appropriate  the  amount  so  certified  to  it. 

This  document  consists  of  three  sections: 

I.  The  Regional  Budget. 

II.  The  Apportionment  Statistics  for  the  Five  (5)  Member  Towns. 

III.  The  Assessments  for  the  1977-1978  Fiscal  Year.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

At  the  organizationalmeeting  held  in  January  we  were 
pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  Gale  Wright  as  a  new  member.  Stanley 
Greenberg  continued  as  chairman  and  Mrs.  Estelle  Frary  as 
secretary.  The  inventory  of  Westhampton  Historic  Properties  was 
completed  late  in  the  year  and  a  copy  submitted  to  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Historical  Commission  for  inclusion  in  the  state  inventory. 
Historical  research  on  individual  properties  in  the  inventory  will 
continue.  Completion  of  the  town  inventory  will  enable  West¬ 
hampton  to  participate  in  the  National  Register,  and  Historic 
District  programs  which  provide  protection,  and  in  some  cases, 
matching  grants  for  the  preservation  of  historic  properties.  Other 
projects  started  in  1975  and  continued  in  1976  included  the 
indexing  of  Westhampton  items  in  the  Hampshire  Gazette,  the 
photocopying  of  the  original  town  records,  and  an  oral  history 
project.  The  commission  looks  forward  to  working  with  the 
Westhampton  Bicentennial  Committee  in  preparing  to  celebrate 
the  town’s  200th  birthday  in  1978.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Westhampton  Fire  Department’s  majority  of  truck  runs 
this  year  were  for  chimney  fires.  This  is  naturally  due  to  the  in¬ 
crease  in  wood  stoves  in  recent  years.  This  is  an  indication  that 
chimneys  should  be  checked  and  cleaned  at  least  once  a  year  to 
prevent  buildup  of  residue  in  the  chimney  and  adjacent  pipes. 
Also,  wood  stoves  should  not  be  overloaded  or  fireplaces  left  un¬ 
attended  without  proper  screening.  A  faulty  or  improperly  in¬ 
stalled  stove  could  cause  carbon  monoxide  poisoning. 

A  First  Aid  course,  with  Chief  John  Doherty  of  the  Amherst 
Fire  Department  instructing,  was  held  by  our  department  with  a 
number  of  residents  taking  advantage  of  this  very  important  and 
informative  training. 

A  generous  donation  was  received  from  Stanley  Bartlett, 
which  will  be  used  for  additional  equipment  in  the  department. 

Your  firemen  participated  in  a  number  of  drills  this  past  year, 
several  of  which  consisted  of  burning  unwanted  buildings  at  the 


request  of  their  owners.

Four  (4)  Public  Hearings  were  held  by  the  Board  during  1976: 

The  first  hearing  was  called  due  to  an  artesian  well  matter, 
which  resulted  in  a  problem  for  the  Board  of  Health  rather  than 
the  Appeals  Board. 

The  second  petition  pertained  to  Section  IV,  2d  of  the  Pro¬ 
tective  Zoning  By-Laws  (re  Use  Regulations)  for  permission  to 
convert  a  one-family  dwelling  to  a  two-family  residential  dwelling. 
This  permit  was  granted. 

The  last  two  petitions  pertained  to  Article  III  Section  III  of  the 
Protective  By-Laws  (re  property-line  and  lot-size  building  require¬ 
ments),  and  these  variances  were  both  granted. 

All  regular  and  alternate  members  have  made  an  effort  to 
attend  and  assist  in  the  Public  Hearings  and  have  made  on-site 
visits  when  possible  and  necessary.  (Board  Members  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  alternate  duties  and  involve  and  acquaint  each  Board 
Member  with  the  Board’s  procedures.) 

The  Board  has  continued  with  its  policy  of  holding  meetings 
at  times  designated  by  the  Chairman,  usually  only  after  petitions 
are  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk.  (These  public  hearing  meetings  are 
generally  set  for  7:30  p.m.  or  8:00  p.m.  on  designated  Monday 
evenings,  allowing  for  due  prior  notice  to  abutters,  etc.  and  pub¬ 
lished  legal  notices.)  Following  the  Public  Hearings,  the  Boards 
decision  on  each  Case  is  duly  filed,  and  is  on  record,  with  the 
Town  Clerk.

Although  we  have  not  received  official  notice  of  a  change  in 
Civil  Defense  policy,  articles  in  the  “U.  S.  Civil  Defense  Bul¬ 
letin”  indicate  a  change  in  national  emphasis  from  planning  for 
natural  disasters  to  planning  for  possible  enemy  nuclear  attack; 
however,  during  the  year  meetings  were  held  to  discuss  peacetime 
disaster  planning.  In  June  we  attended  an  Area  4  meeting  con¬ 
cerned  with  tornado  preparedness,  flash  floods,  and  severe  local 
storms.  At  the  earlier  meeting,  FY  77  CD  Program  Papers  were 
examined  and  outlined.  Approval  of  the  Westhampton  Paper 
enabled  us  to  continue  to  participate  in  the  surplus  disposal  pro¬ 
gram  and  several  trips  were  made  to  the  Taunton  depot  to  pick 
up  items  for  the  school  and  other  town  departments.  After  a  lapse 
of  two  years,  subject  Checkerboard  communication  tests  were 
resumed.  They  are  held  to  determine  the  speed  at  which  messages 
from  the  state  to  local  level  can  be  sent  and  received.

Janice  Gifford  was  appointed  to  replace  Daniel  Bishop  who 
resigned  from  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  April  22,  1976,  at  which  time 
Charles  Ognibene  was  elected  Chairman  and  Robert  Miller  was 
elected  Secretary.  The  Selectmen  requested  a  transfer  of  $100.00 
to  cover  the  cost  of  printing  the  annual  reports  and  also  the  amount 
of  $488.92  from  the  reserve  account  to  pay  the  county  taxes. 
Action  on  both  requests  was  unanimous  in  the  affirmative. 

At  the  June  17th  meeting,  four  (4)  requests  for  a  total  of 
$1,523.07  were  unanimously  approved.  These  were:  $898.10 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Road  Machinery  Account;  $21.55 
for  the  Recreation  Committee;  $466.25  to  the  Insurance  and 
Bonds  Account;  and  $137.17  for  printing  and  supplies. 

The  Selectmen  requested  the  Committee  to  meet  with  them 
on  October  21,  to  discuss  and  act  on  a  request  for  a  transfer  of 
$410.00  from  the  Reserve  Account  to  the  Veterans  Relief  Account. 
After  much  discussion  a  motion  was  made  to  “NOT  approve  the 
transfer  of  the  $410.00.”  This  motion  carried  by  a  6  to  1  vote.  A 
discussion  was  also  held  about  what  types  of  projects  might  be 
considered  which  could  come  under  the  Public  Works  Act. 

The  Committee  met  on  January  20,  1977,  and  approved  the 
(4)  articles  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  February  14. 

On  February  10,  1977,  a  joint  meeting  was  held  with  the 
Selectmen  at  which  time  the  proposed  budget  for  FY  1977  was 
presented.  In  attendance  at  this  meeting  also  were  representatives 
from  the  Library  Committee  and  the  Highway  Superintendent  to 
answer  any  questions  about  their  respective  budget  requests.  The 
total  budget  of  $106,328.62  was  approved  and  recommended  for 
adoption  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  articles  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  were  presented 
and  discussed.  The  Committee  voted  to  recommend  for  adoption 
the  following  articles:  Article  3,  Article  4,  Article  7,  Article  8,  Art¬ 
icle  9,  Article  10,  Article  12,  and  Article  13. 

Article  5  was  not  recommended  for  adoption  by  a  vote  of  4  to 
2  with  2  members  abstaining. 
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Article  11  was  not  recommended  for  adoption  by  a  vote  of  5  to 
2  with  1  member  abstaining. 

On  February  15,  1977,  the  Finance  Committee  met  with  the 
School  Committee  at  which  time  the  Center  School  Proposed  bud¬ 
get  for  FY  1977  was  presented.  After  considerable  discussion  it 
was  decided  to  include  and  additional  $7,221.00  in  the  teachers’ 
salary  category  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  possible  second  Kindergarten 
session.  The  total  school  budget  was  approved  at  the  total  of 
$183,742.00. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  requested 
by  the  Selectmen  to  discuss  two  items  of  business  to  be  brought 
before  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  first  item  of  business  concerned  Article  14  dealing  with 
the  Tax  survey  Map.  This  article  was  tabled  at  last  year’s  meeting 
however  it  was  decided  to  include  it  on  the  Warrant  again  this 
year.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  “NOT  RECOM¬ 
MEND  adoption  of  Article.’’  This  motion  was  unanimously  carried 
by  a  vote  of  6  to  0. 

The  second  order  of  business  was  request  by  the  Selectmen 
to  add  an  item  to  their  budget  request.  This  account  will  be  called 
the  “HIGHWAY  MATERIALS  ACCOUNT’’  which  would  be  used 
only  for  the  purchase  of  materials  for  highway  maintainance  and 
construction,  no  salaries  being  paid  from  this  account.  The  motion 
to  establish  this  account  and  fund  it  with  $12,000.00  to  be  raised 
by  taxation  was  made  and  seconded.  The  Finance  Committee  un¬ 
animously  approved  this  request  by  a  vote  of  6  to  0.

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate,  or  otherwise  provide,  the  sum  of  $216,541.00  for  West- 
hampton’s  share  to  the  Hampshire  Regional  School  District  or  pass 
any  other  vote  or  votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate,  or  otherwise  provide,  the  sum  of  $183,742.00  for  Center 
School,  or  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Assessors  to  use  a  sum  of  (monies)  from  Free  Cash  for 
the  purpose  of  reducing  taxes  for  the  1977-1978  Fiscal  Year. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  or  otherwise  provide  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  defray  Town  charges  in  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  begin¬ 
ning  July  1,  1977  and  ending  June  30,  1978,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  that  may  be  given  for  the  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  Sections  4  and  17  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws  of 
Mass.,  or  pass  any  vote  or  votes  in  relation  thereon. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  the  Stabilization  Fund,  or  pass  any 
vote  or  votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  or  otherwise  provide  the  sum  of  $793.00  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  Mental  Health  and  Mental  Retardation  service  for  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  Town,  and  that  the  sum  of  $793.00  to  be  transferred  to 
the  Franklin/ Hampshire  Area  Board  Trust  Fund  with  approval 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee  or  Board  of 
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Health,  or  under  their  joint  direction  or  whomever  else  may  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$4,200.00  for  the  twelve  month  period  beginning  July  1,  1977  for 
the  Library  Account,  and  to  meet  this  appropriation  the  Town  ac¬ 
cept  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  from  1976  State  Aid  to  Libraries  and  to 
raise  $3,200.00  by  taxation,  plus  Dog  Refund. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  or  otherwise  provide  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  observ¬ 
ance  of  the  Town’s  Bicentennial  Celebration  in  1978,  to  match 
1976  appropriation,  or  take  any  other  action  thereto. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  con¬ 
tract  for  the  preparation  of  Town  Tax  Maps  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.00 
over  a  period  of  three  fiscal  years  (1978,  1979,  and  1980).  Said 
costs  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  at  the  rate  of  $10,000.00  each 
such  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  Section  1 
under  Town  Meetings  of  the  By-Law  to  read:  The  Annual  Town 
Meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  and  business  meeting  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  or  pass  any  vote  or  votes  in  re¬ 
lation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  name 
of  the  Charles  M.  Norris  Historical  Commission  to  the  Westhamp- 
ton  Historical  Commission  or  take  any  other  action  thereto. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  pay  for  damages  to  police  officers’  vehicles 
damaged  while  in  the  line  of  duty,  not  to  exceed  their  deductable 
amount,  or  take  any  other  action  thereto. 
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
